Annie Bogines Eehearses Her Statement

The Brown murder case was taken up 
promptly at 10 o’clock this morning in the 
Oriminal Court. About five minutes before 
Judge Krum and Attorney Duggan, the coun- 
gel for the defense, came in and took seats.

Marshall McDonald, who is associated with 
Circuit Attorney Zachritz in the prosecution, 
leaned over to Judge Krum and made a 
proposition that the jury be taken out to the 

gene of the murder and allowed to become 

. thoroughly familiar with the ground as it 
would facilitate matters. Judge Krum 
gmiled at McDonald, and remarked that be 
thought the jury could be made to under - 
stand without seeing the ground. Exactly 
what was to be gained by the State in the 
move was not apparent, but Judge Krum 
was suspicious and refused to consent. 

THE FIRST WITNESS TO-DAY. 

Willfam Van Dillon was the frst witness

STATE PRISONERS. 


Seores of Them Are Sent to the Work- 


House. 


The Board of Public Improvements held a 
meeting this morning at the Work-house, 
all the members and Secretary Foster being 
present. After disposing of one or two routine 
matters in the way of regular business, the 
board took upthe sabject of the over- 
crowded condition of the Work-house. 
Supt. Lohrum said that he had 
on hand over 400 prisoners, more than half of 
whom were State prisoners sentenced. from 
the criminal courts, In several instances 
there were prisoners serving a continuous 
term of two and more years, having been 
down on two or three charges, and sentenced 
to a continuity of terms of various lengths, 
all the separate sentences, however, being 
under a year, sO as to come within 
the law. Maj. Murphy explained 
this by stating to the board that it 
was the prevalent practice with the 
courts to accept pleas of guilty forslight or- 
fenses, when the fact was that the prisoners 
were guilty of penitentiary crimes. Rather 
than incar the cost of prosecution and other 
expenses the courts accept the minor pleas 
of the criminals and send, the men to the 
Work- house instead of to the Pent:entiary. 
Just what the province of the board in 
the matter is the board dia 
not know, dut President McMath 


was by resolution of the board requested to 
draw upa list ot questions and learn from 
the City Counselor what could be done as re 
gards State offenders, it was the opinion of 
allthe members ofthe board that the city 
was certainly being imposed upon by the 
State courts, which are constantly giv- 
ing men two or three sentences at 
a time, 80 that in reality their 
terms extend over the limitation. In another 
instance Supt. Lohrum explained that a man 
could be sentenced to the Work- house for a 
year, and aiter havina served his years 
time be kept on for three or tour months 
longer to serve out his fine and the costs of 
the case assessed against him. 

In order to relieve the crowded condition 
of the institution the Committee on Work- 
house was instructed to w up a set of 
regulations by which time allowances for 
good behavior on the part of the prisoners 
could be granted. This has never been done 
jas yet, but it was found that the board had 
ithe authority under the charter to make 
such regulations. 
| The board then took a recess untl 2:30 
,O’clock in the afternoon to meet again in the 
doard- room and tackle the smoke probiem,

| The Health Commissioner has been con 
ferring with the Mayor recently on the sub. 
ject of vee an attorney appointed 
for the Boa of Health. Tr. Ho- 
man is very close-mouthed jon the 
subject and beyond stating that 
he thought it would be a good thing for the 
board and that he had urged the matter upon 
the Mayor’s attention he did not care to 


speak.

RUSSIA’S HAND 


French-Siamese Quarrel. 


Her Possessions in India Threatened 
by a Formidable Foe, 


THE MEANING OF THE YANOFF EXPE- 
DITION TO THE PAMIR:. 


It Threatens to Weaken Great Britain’s 
Hold in Asia-~How the Czar Was 
Checkmated in a Former Movement— 
Why He Reprimanded His Officers at 
the Time of the Younghusband Inci- 


dent. 


LONDOK, July 21.—Nothing that throws ad- 
ditional lighton the future possibilities oi 
the French-Siamese complications has been 
received from Paris or Bangkok to-day by 
the London papers. Europe is waiting 
the expiration of the time given 
the Siamese Governmeot by France to 
reply to her ultimatum, and the King’s an- 
swer is not expected to be made public before 
to-morrow or the day following. 

The last advices from Bangkok state that 
the French fieet in the harbor have steam up 
and are cleared for action. The men are 
continually beat to quarters, and they 
train the «guns on ank Siamese gun- 
boat that happens to pass them on its way 
up or down the river, day or night, although 
in accordance with an agreement with 
M. Pavie, French Minister Resident, the 
Siamese Government endeavors to allay sus- 
picion by warning in advafice the French 
Commander of the passage of every Slamese 
man-of-war. 

The phase of the Siamese complication 
which interests Sritons most is the attitude 


of Russia, 
THE WIRE OUT. 


Salon, July 21.—The land telegraph wires 
between this city and Bangkok have been cut 
by the Siamese. This will cause some 
delay in the transmission of dis. 
patchestothe Frenbh war-ships at Bang- 
kok, as all messrges will have to be sent via. 
Singapore, Madras, Oalcutta and thence 
through Burmah and down the Bay of Ben- 
gal and so on over the line northeast of 
Bangkok to Elephant Point. 


Saigon is on the river of the same name, not 
A great distance from the mouths of the 
River Mekong. it has been the base of opera- 
tions of the French fleet in those waters. 


The belief that Russia will seize the present 
opportunity furnished by the trouble in 
Siam to push her designs in the Pairs, is 
strengthened by the report of the Crzar's 
offer of assistance to France and the news 
of the advance of a Russian expedition 
toward the Pamir Riatead, unuwer the 
command of Oel. anof, knowa in 
Europe through his connection with the 
Younghusband incident. It appears prob- 
able tuat Russia is preparing to pursue the 
same course now in which she was checked 
at that time, when her encroachments 
on the Afghan boundary were detected and 
obstructed by England. Engiand gave no- 
tice of war by marshaling her Indian forcos 
where they could promptly dash to the as- 
sistance of the Afghans, and the Ameer, thus 
reiniorced, boldly faced the Russian ag- 
2 on his oon boundary. Seeing that 

Duland really meant war, the Ozar di- 
rected his officers io withdraw from Afghan 
territory, and went through the form of rep- 
rimanding one or twoof them. Then a com- 
mission was appointed to deliminate the dis- 
puted frontier, and all was quiet in that di- 
rection. It has since been revealed that what 
the (Zar secretly repriwanded his officers for 
was that they had not taken Herat before the 
English found them out. Eu gland is much 
more concerned in tals movement of Russia 
than China is. The British acknowledge they 
dont care for this territory for itself alone, 
but they know that if the Russians should 
successfully pass the Hindu Kush and pene. 
trate Afghanistan, such a movement woulda 
have a most disastrous effect upon Great 
Britain’s prestige in India. 

The English * that the Pamir platéau be- 
longs to nobody in particular andthe Russian 
claim is simply the natural outcome of Rus- 
Sian opinions and desires, Russians beiieve 
thatthe English, the Afghansand the Chi- 
nese have been erry closing in upon this 
region, or intend to do 80, and wish to take 
their share before it becomes too ate. The 
consideration that the Pamir may be barren 
or uninhabited and of no value whatever to 
any y does not affect the matter in the 
least for the Russiaas. 

The troubles in Siam were the subject 
of discussion to-day. In response to ques- 
tions asked in regard to the matter, Sir 
Edward Grey, Parliamentary Secretary 
for the oreigh Office, said the 
following terms of the ultimatum sent by 
France contained in a telegram from Bang- 
kok tallied with those France had sent to 
pede Britain, but gave the terms in fuiler 

etall, 

First—A recognition of the rights of Annam 
and Cambodia on the left or eastern bank of 
the Mekong River. 

Second—The evacuation of the forts held 
there by the Siamese within a month. 

8. Full satisfaction for various aggressions 
against French ships and French sallors in 
the Menam River. 

4. The punishment of culprits and provis- 
* forthe! demaity ot the victims. 

„ An indemnity of 200,000,000 francs for 
various damages sustained by French sub- 


jects. 

6. The deposits of 1,000,000 francs to guar-

WASHINGTON, Jyty 21,—Accoriding to United 
States Minister Baker, 4 Savala Govern:

The two 
ports are about 1,400miles apart, and it will 
probably take the Allance about ten days to 
make the trip. Thsrenewal of trouble in 
Nicaragua makes it zecessary for this coun- 
try to have a war s in that vielnity, and 
the Alliance is the ly vessel available for 
that purpose.

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 21.—The close of the 
most remarkable case ever tried in the courts 
tof Illinols is nearing to-day. All the evidence 
in the case of the man indicted for endeav- 
oring by false representations to defraud 
the United States by the presentation of 
pension Claims for $20,000 isin, andthe jury 
will soon be called upon to decide whether or 
not the prisoner gt the bar is William Newby, 
supposed to have been killed at the battle of 
Shiloh in 1861, or Dantel Benton, the horse- 
thief of Tennessee. Here are the names of 
the jurymen who are to reconcile, if they 
can, the contradictory evidence and solve 
the Shiloh mystery.

Men who spent years in the * with 
him identified him as Daniel Benton, and one 
of them, Peter Zehr, had traveled to Spring- 
field with defendant te attend this 
trial and on the way defendant whispered to 
him not to swear him into the penitentiary. 
Defendant was ‘Daniel Benton up to 1891, 
when he came to White Oounty, and was 
there forced to call himself Wm, Newby. 
Even then, fora time, he called himself by 
his right name—Daniel Benton—and did not 
assume the name of Bill Newby until he had 
spent months inthe neighborhood and ha- 


ing learned all about Bill Newby, and discov- 


ering that he might get a pension amounting 
to $22,000, suddenly resolved to impersonate 
him. All this time defendant ad been 
besieged by Newby’s friends and ‘relatives, 
all anxious to believe him Newby and all 
trying to persuade him into that Delief. As 
defendant had stated to the Pension Ex 
aminer for weeks all he had todo was to sit 
and answer Tes“ or No.“ 


IMPROVED HIS OPPORTUNITY. 
Defendant, Mr. Drennan then pointed ont, 
was thus afforded an opportunity to famil- 
farize himself with the history of Bill Newby 
ahd the family, and in this way to deceive 
the 140 witnesses whomhe had convinced 
that he was Bill Newby. 

Lawyer Drennan deciared defendant to be 
not an unusually bright man, but to possess 
a low cunning which had been cultivated 
during “| years of mendicancy and crime, 
But he had given himself awayon many 
things, and by his own admissions under 
oath had established his identity as Dan 
Benton. 

Lawyer Drennan reasoned that if defendant 
was Wm. Newby he would be a decrepit old 
man 67 years old, with wasted face and white 
hair, whereas defendant in reality sppeared 
to be scarcely more than 50 years old. 

The attorney also Gwelt at some length

of. W at Shiloh. He 
thought much of the testimony presented by 
the defense was imagination. It was un- 
reasonable he thought that in the excite- 
mentas Shiloh sixty veterans should have 
seen Bill Newby fall in line. If that was 
true he must have been a marked man and 
there should have been no dimficuity about 

recognizing him as he lay dead, especially as 
\pniy six others in his company were killed. 
Atthe conclusion of Drennan’s address, 
which was one of the most forcible ever de. 
livered in the Federal Oourt here, court ad- 
journed to the afternoon. 

Before the beginning of the address of the 
Government’s attorney, the defendant, by 
the Court’s permission, was conducted from 
the court - room.

ONE CONTROVERSY OLOGED. 
Ons feature of the case which it was 
thought when the trial began would tell 
strongly against the claimant, was the tes- 
timony of witnesses for the Goverament, 
who stated positively that William Newby, 
when they knew him before the war, had 
light hair, iight complexion and blue eyes. 
It was apparent to every one who even 
gianced at the gray-haired and swarth 
claimant that he could never at any per! 
of his life have answered to this * 
One of Newby’s brothers, Pressly, who re- 
jects the defendant’s claim of kindred, swore 
that his brother William had very light hair 
and blue eyes. But the books of the War De- 
partment, describing Newby as the muster- 
ing officer pictured him in his record at the 
date of his enlistment, Aug. 8, 1861,show that 
he had dark hair, dark complexion and gray 
eyes. This important bit of evidence, brought 
in at the close of the trial and, strangely 
enough, by the Government’s attorneys 
knocked out one prop of the prosecution an 
added weight to the claims of the defendant, 

WAS MORRIS KILLED? 

The defense has endeavored to prove that 
a mistake was made by the men who buried

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A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


A Hundred Families Left Homeless at 
Long Island City. 

LONG Isuanpd Grr, N. I.. July 21.—Two. 
biocks of buildings in this city were destroyed 
by fire early this morning. The new St. 
Mary's Roman Catholſe Ohurch, just com- 
pleted at a cost of $300,000, is totally de- 
stroyed.

The Fire De- 
partment could not stop the flames. Help 
wasasked from Brooklyn, but before it ar- 
rived the block in which the fre was started 
was doomed.

WITH ABSOLUTE EQUALITY. 


Decision of the Supreme Court Regarding 
Treatment of thippers by Carriers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 21.—The decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in the 
case of the Union Pacific vs. Goodridge, just 
reported, holds that all shippers must be 
treated by carriers with absolute equality, 
and distinctly recognizes the right of law- 
making bodies to regulate railways through 
ratilway commissions, especially that 
feature of State and Federal reguila- 
tion which requires carriers to obtain 


permission of the commission before 
greatiag lower rates to persons and places. 

Ihe case was brought under a statute of 
Colorado which prohibits unjust discrimina- 
tion in practically the same language em- 
ployed by the interstate commerce law. The 
same rate, Ii a ton, was ineffect to Denver 
from both Erie and Marshall, but while Erie 
coal paid the tariff rate, Marshall coal was 
charged 6 cents perton,a rebate of 40 cents 
from the schedule rate. This decision Is 
regarded at the office of the 
state Commerce Commission as an in- 
dorsement of its construction of the 
second and fourth sections ofthe interstate 
commerce law. The commission decideda 
case similar to this in 1887, the Providence 
Coal case, and held that a discount for quan- 
tity shipped was unlawful. It also applied 
the same rule of construction in the party 
rate case. The Supreme Court, speaking 
through Mr. Justice Brown, did not coincide 
with this view when that case came upon ap- 
peal, but in the present decision, the same 
Justice writing the opinion, the court seems 
to recede from so much ofits decision in the 
party rate case as recognizes the right of 
carriers to apply the principle of wholesale 
and retail to the business of transportation.

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DANGEROUS DISCRETIONARY POWER. 


The outcome of the Gohagen case gives 
the force of practical illustration to the 
Post-DIsPATOH’s contention that the 
power of commitment toa public or pri- 
vate institution cannot be entrusted to the 
discretion of an official without process of 
law. 

This case grew out of the arrest of Mrs. 
Gohbagen and her sister, Mrs. Moore, on a 
charge of keeping a disorderly house. 
Mrs. Gohagen had a danghter about 13 
years of age, and when the mother 
was arrested the Mayor committed the 
child to the House of Refuge. The cases

because no evidence could be found to sus- 
tain the charges. Mrs. Gohagen then 
brought habeas corpus proceedings to 
obtain possession of her child and the 
Mayor’s answer to her suit is the volun- 
tary release of the child. 

The Mayor’s intention was good, but he 
thus admits that in the exercise of his dis- 
cretion he committed a gross act 
of injustice against Mrs. Gohagen 
and her child for which full rep- 
aration cannot be made. The girl’s 
commitment toa reformatory institution 
was wholly groundless, and no matter 
what remedy may lie in law for the 
Mayor’s mistake the blot of commitment 
cannot be effaced from the girl’s character. 
There are circumstances under which the 
degree of injustice might be increased 
many fold through a long term of restraint 
and the blighting of a whole life. 

The practice of committing girls charged 
with wrong doing or evil association to 
semi-public or private refogmatory in- 
stitutions within the discretion of 


ous and wrongful than the exercise of 
discretionary power by the Mayor to com- 
mit boys and girls to the House of Refuge. 

Such powers are liable to abuse. They 
give opportunity for injustice and the suc- 
cessful exercise of malice. They are ob- 
noxious to the sound principles of free 
government, and are violations of the con- 
stitutional guarantees of personal liberty 

and freedom from imprisonment without 
fair trial and judicial process, 

There is only one safe and constitutional 
method of commitment in all such cases. 
That is through the exercise of discretion- 
ary power vested in the court after judicial 
hearing and convietion. No institution 
should be used for the execution of judicial 
sentences in these cases except when under 
legal regulation and public supervision. 
The rights of all are involved in the rights 
of the weakest and humblest.

Bogard’s Transactions ‘ Brought to 
Light—His Arrest and the Trouble He 
Experienced in seeurme Bondsmen 
Has Somewhat Unnerved Him. 


The charge of fraud preferred against 
Milo T. Bogard, Secretary of the Western 
Union Building and Loan Association, by 
Patrick O’Connell, has been set for Aug. 2 in 
the Court of Criminal Correction. Bogard ts 
out on bond, and could not be found to-day 
down town. He did not visit the offices of 
the association, and the Directors professed 
to know nothing of his movements or inten- 
tions. The arrest of Bégard on the O’Connell 
charge Gisturbed his tranquility very per- 
ceptidly, and the difficulty he experienced in 
getting a surety further depressed bim, his 
attorney having to finally go his surety. It 
showed him that his father-in-law, Ferdi- 
nand Meyer, was in earnest in his 
declination to help bim out ofl 
his difficulties. Mr. Meyer has attended 
the meetings of the bovrd, and not once has 
he attempted to shield Bogard. It was Known 
though that Bogard counted upon his sup- 
port in case of acrisis, but when he was in 
the custody of the Sheriff Mr. Meyer failed 
to come to his support. The 
prisoner became downhearted, and 
lost that calm confidence which has hereto- 
fore characterized his conduct. The Board 
of Directors have deferred to Monday in- 
vestigation into the charges“ which they 
have preferred against the ex-Secretary. It 
is said that these charges are not of a crimi- 
nal nature and allege only non-performance 


‘of the duties of secretary. Whether the di- 


rectors contemplate holding Bogard strictly 
accountable for certain trregularities in the 
drawing up of papers, and particularly in 
the case of the indemnity bond to which the 
name of President Edward T. Cook was 
signed, cannot be definitely ascertained, as 
the members of the board decline to 
talk ofthe matter. They refused to deny or 
affirm the correctness of the published state - 
ments of yesterday’s directors’ meeting. 
VETTE THREATENS PROSECUTION. 

John H. Vette is a source of danger to Bo- 
gard. He was asked to-day by a 
Post-DisPATCH reporter if he intended 
prosecutiag the secretary for fraud 


in connection with the conveyance of the 
Bogard property, and said: The associa- 
tion now claims the furniture in the office 
upon which I hold a chattel mortgage; when 
Bogard gave me the mortgage he told me the 
property was his, but now the directors say 
that it was charged up to the asso- 
ciations. If ont get my money 
I will go after Bogard that is all. I have told 
him so. I intend to sell his residence and 
household furniture and also the Ninth 
street property and furniture next week. 
i cannot teil of course what it will bring, Dut 
if it doesn’t clear myself Mr, Bogard may 
Know what toexpect.’’ 

The directors have adjourned until Mon- 
day, and the offices are now open for bust 
ness. President Cook of No. s and James . 
Hopkins of Nos. 1 and 3 express the Intention 
of staying with the companies until the pres- 
ent trouble has been tided over and re- 

rt that the confidence of stockholders has 
n largely restored. Tue inventory of se- 
curities and property has been completed, 
and shows that the companies are not seri- 
ously involved. Some certificates of title are 
missing, but they will be supplied, arrange- 
ments to thatend having been made witha 
firm of title searchers. 

Bogard was seen this afternoon and asked 
about this transaction. He replied that the 
books would show. ‘‘I have nothing to sa 
on the sudject.“ said he, except that 
have no money of Mr. Gruebernorof any- 
body else. That is all I wish to say ia regard 
to this whole matter. 


ANOTHER OF BOGARD’S DEALS. 
Attorney John B. Roeder has a claim 
against the Western Union Association for 
$800, which throws some light on the methods 
of ex-Secretary Bogard. Mr. Roeder ex- 


plained the transaction to a PostT-DISPATCH 
— — in these words: My information in 
relation to this matter, hien is acknowledged 
by the association to be correct, is that in 
1890 Henry Grueber and wife negotiated a 
loan from one of the Western Union Assocta- 
tions of $1,200, the understanding being that 
the association should pay notes aggregating 
$800, held by Fred Ringhoff and secured by a 
deed of trust on Grueber’s property, and 
ave Grueber the balance, $400 
ruber to secure the association gave a sec 
ond deed of trust for $1,200. For some reason 
Ringhoff had failed to have the first deed of 
trust recorded, and Bo „though he was 
informed ofthe existence of the first deed, 
recorded the second deed as being the first, 
and never took up the notes. The result 
is that Gruber still owes the to 
Ringhof, which he supposed had been dls- 
charged dy the association and also owes the 
association $1,200. Whether Bogard charged 
up the $800 on the books as having been paid 
to Ringhoff I do not yet know, but the notes 
were never — for here they are, still the 
property of hot. Unless the association 
sets the matter right by paying the $800 
shall sue to have the first deed of trust on 
the property declared such so as to secure 
the first claim. Grueber has been after 
Bogard fora long time to pay the note, but 
the latter always put him off, and only last 
Friday I went to Bogara about the matter 
and he said it was all right an 
that the Board of Directors would meet the 
next day and probably x it.

STRIKE OF THE BOILERMAKERS. | 


This afternoon the bollermakers’ helpers 
and sheet-ironworkers are in session at 
Schiler’s Hall on Broadway and Bia- 
dle streets to discuss ways and 
means of co-operating with their 
fellow workmen, the boltlermakers, in 
carrying on the strike which was inaugu- 
rated at noon yesterday in the several boller 
manufactories of the city. As the organized 
representatives of these tradés are to have 
an excursion on the river to-morrow, very 
little attention was devoted to the condition 
of affairs to-day by the boilermakers, It is 
to their interest that the excursion to-morrow 
be a financiai success, forthe proceeds will 
be turned into the exchequer of their union. 
Those participating in the strike are quite 
confident of gaining a victory. The fact that 
the strike was inaugurated previous to Aug. 
1. the date flxed at the meeting of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee, will not prevent 
its sanction by the committee, as it was left 
to the discretion of the local union to select 
a date when the services of the 
employes would be most needed.
